W. E. L, Shenton performed the 


ceremony, speaking at some length on the good 
work done by the St. John Ambulance Brigade in 
the New Territories in connection: with maternity 


welfare. 


The hospital is the first to be 
opened in the Territories by the 
St, John Ambulance Brigade, and 

- tremendous interest was shown by 
the villagers of Kam. Tin, all of 
whom turned out to witness the 
opening, 

A Guard of Honour was formed 
by the Brigade for Mr. Shenton, 
who arrived about 5 p.m. and after 
the ceremony he was presented 
with a silver cigar lighter. by Mr. 
Morris, the ‘Assistant Commis- 
sioner. The speech was interpret- 
ed for the villagers by Mr. Tang 
Pak-kau, Chief Elder of the village.

“Recently I have been using a 
. few small cars, and have learned’ 
much that, has surprised me 
about the maintenance work in- 
volved, the denling with those 
things which every owner-driver 
is supposed to attend to.
